Two threatening features were the 
appearance in the outskirts of tiie 
city of Zapatistas, who harassed the 
government troops, and the re lease 
from the Belem jail of several thou­ 
sand prisoners.

Diplomatic Protests Useless. 


The Am erican ambassador and the 
ministers of Great Britain, Germany 
aud Spain made protests to both Ma­ 
dero and Diaz against the “barbarous 
aud inhuman warfare,” but their pro­ 
tests have been in vain. 
A brief arm­ 
istice was arranged for a visit of the 
diplomats to the president and to the 
rebel c ommander, hut in general the 
continuity of the operations was in­ 
terrupted only slightly.

The “Seven Sisters.” 
Governor Wilson calls his anti-trust 
bills the "seven sisters.”

although tin* new bead of the harves­ 
ter trust is reported to have spoken of 
them as the seven commandments. 
The keynote of the proposed legisla­ 
tion Is that "guilt is personal." 
In 
other words, it is proposed to send 
Homebody to Jail. In the past, except 
in a few minor Instances, it has been 
Impossible to get a conviction under 
the criminal Clause of the Sherman 
anti trust law. 
American Juries will 
not vote to send trust malefactors to 
prison. 
That, of course, is under the 
federal law. 
Under these proposed 
state laws the crimes for which trust 
directors aud officers may be criminal 
ly convicted are mon* closely defined. 
If the bills are enacted the offending 
corporation .limy lose not only its char­ 
ter, Gut the directors, dummy or other­

urea are not only broad and sweeping, 
nam ing every trust practice that lins 
caused public complaint, lint are defi­ 
nite and cie:ir in their language. 
In 
other words, they have teeth. 
They 
are an answer to those who have ob­ 
jected that the president elect’s speech­ 
es have been general and vague. They 
show that when lie comes to official ac­ 
tion he can get down to details. 
In 
fact, it is his policy to lay down gen­ 
eral principles In his speeches, lint 
when administrative details are reach­ 
ed to i>e as explicit about particular 
evils as tin* case requires. 
There can 
be no objection that he is vague or am ­ 
biguous in tiles** anti-trust tdlls. 
The measures were drawn at Gov­ 
ernor Wilson’s request by Chancellor 
Edwin If. Walker, who succeeded Su­ 
preme Court Justice Mabton Pitney as 
bead of New Jersey’s highest court. 
Chancellor Walker was assisted by ex- 
Judge Bennet Van Syckto, an eminent 
lawyer of the state. 
They were Intro­ 
duced by Senator J. Warren Davis, 
majority leader of the state senate. 
Four of the bills were referred to the 
Judiciary committee, of which H«*nn- 
, tor Davis is chairman, but the other 
, three went to the corporations commit­ 
tee, ami hereby hangs a tale. 
The head of the corporations commit­ 
tee was not particularly friendly to the 
governor’s proposed legislation, and 
stories were soon floating a Inuit Tren­ 
ton that the bills in Ids charge would 
be delayed by extensive hearings. The 
plan was to "string them along” until 
after March 3, when Woodrow Wilson 
would no tonger in* governor of New 
Jersey. Thereupon something happen* 
cd. and the something was quite char­ 
acteristic of tin* Wilson methods. 
The 
Democrats of the legislature were call­ 
ed together Iii conference, th** three 
bills were tnkcn out of the hands of 
the corporation committee and referred 
with the other four to Senator Davis’ 
judiciary committee, and henceforth 
the talk of “stringing things along” 
was heard no more, 
Hearings are be­ 
ing held, of course, lint they are all in 
Trenton and not all over the state, as 
the delay advocates proposed; neither 
is their secret object to block progress 
until after Governor Wilson is out of 
the state. 
Future W ith Those Who Serve. 
One powerful figure who stood with 
Wilson in this fight was Senator James 
F. Fielder, president of tile senate and 
future successor to the governorship 
after Mr. Wilson becomes president of 
tin* Fulled States. 
In Ids last message 
to tile legislature the governor paid a 
high tribute to Senator Fielder and to 
the other loyal legislators who have up 
held him in Ids battle for reforms in 
New Jersey. 
Other notable items in this farewell 
message, 
aside 
from those ulrc*a<\y 
mentioned, including radical revision 
of Hie corporation laws, further tuxa 
adon reform, eliminating grade cross­ 
ings and advocating a state constitu­ 
tional convention, were a recommenda­ 
tion for commission government in all 
cities and advocacy of a “full crew” 
bill for railroad*, 
it wa* In this mes­ 
sage that the tine passage occurred de­ 
claring that the future belongs to those 
who serve without a selfish purpose. 
Every Indication I* that Hie Wilson 
anti-trust bills will pass the New Jer­ 
sey legislature ami that he will have 
an opportunity to sign them before re­ 
linquishing 
the governorship, 
That 
would be a fitting ending for his work 
in the state, 
'raking it ult in all aud 
aside from partisanship, is there any 
fluor example in American jollities? 
This is the sort of thing that appeals 
to the imagination and on which his 
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that the federal anti-trust laws should 
sujijilement and complete tin* state an­ 
ti-trust laws. 
The bills, in brief, provide penalties 
for doing any of Hie acts included un­ 
der Hie definition of a trust, prevent 
the extension of present holding com­ 
panies and the formation of new ones.

Rising Above Self Interest. 
One effect of this legislation may lie 
to deprive the stat** of New Jersey of 
more than $3,(N>0,000 annual revenue. , 
It. is a hopeful fact and a fine com­ 
mentary on human nature that this 
phase lit th** question lins had little of- ! 
feet in the state. 
The people of New 
Jersey ar** showing th** dlsjwMtion to J 
rine above all selfish considerations in ! 
the m atter and to legislate only for 
what they think right and beneficial to 
the J ss * pie Of the entire country. 
It is also hopeful aud not a little 
surprising that the corporations them­ 
selves are making little oj**n fight 
against th** hills. 
They evidently have 
concluded to face the inevitable und 
make th** best of it. 
There are only a few states left that 
offer special inducements to corpora­ 
tions to organize under their laws. 
These measures will take New Jersey 
out of this class and will place lier 
abreast of the other states having anti­ 
trust legislation. 
That these laws will 
go any great way toward solving the 
trust question is not contended. 
This 
is national and must lie dealt with by 
th** nation. Governor Wilson by these 
bills is simply clearing the ground for 
tackling the bigger question, which he 
will meet us President Wilson.
